hile modern anthropologists of 
course do not utter such simplicities, 
the weight of centuries remains a 
subtle burden. The popular 
characterization of the Polynesians as “Vikings of 
the Pacific,” for example, at once implies both the 
Polynesians’ cultural superiority to the stay-at- 
home, stuck-in-the-ancient-mud people of 
Melanesia and their junior status vis-a-vis the 
Norsemen — even though the Polynesians’ 
voyages covered greater distances and took place 
long before the Vikings’. Similarly, the argument 
has been made that Lapita pottery is the 
expression of a late neolithic culture that spoke 
Austronesian and spread directly from island 
Southeast Asia to the Bismarck Archipelago and 
beyond, bypassing mainland 


New Guinea, which had 


been settled 
' perhaps 40,000 
years previously; the 


implication is that the 


progeny of a later migration from a more “advanced” Asian root stock. 

But work by Field Museum researchers spanning eighty-five years has laid the 
groundwork for a radical rethinking of the conventional understanding of 
Melanesian societies and their history. In the process, anthropologists have been 
able to use a major museum collection in much the same way that biologists do, as 
baseline data to study geographical variation and change over time. testing their 


collections-based hypotheses against observations in the field. 
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New Guinea's coastal communities have always adapted to 
change. But the canoe, a perfect technology in this environ- 
ment, remains the principal means of transport: at left, Malol 
Lagoon in 1909; below, Arop Village in 1993.

In 1909-13, curator Albert Buell Lewis led the 
Joseph N. Field South Pacific Expedition with the 
assignment to bring back to Chicago spectacular 
objects to add to existing collections assembled 
from various sources. Lewis did collect many fine 
pieces of ceremonial art for public display, but he 


also collected some 14,000 objects of everyday 


use, took 2,000 photographs of the people and 
places he visited, and documented the entire 
project in field diaries. He roamed from village to 
village, island to island, and, as a museum-based 
researcher, examined the material culture of each: 
what objects were used for cooking, gardening, 


fishing, and other activities, where they were

¢ In the polyglot communities 
of the North Coast, language 
affinity is no guide to culture. 
Culture diverges with geographical 
distance; nearby villages have 
similar cultures regardless of how 
divergent their languages are, and 
distant villages have different 
cultures no matter how closely their languages are 


related. 


¢ North Coast communities have had close and 
frequent communication with one another, 
probably since prehistoric times, but have 
nevertheless maintained their linguistic diversity. 
The mechanism is a network of inherited 
intercommunal “friendships” that have the force 
of family ties despite linguistic differences and 
that provide for the exchange of goods and favors. 

* New Guinea has not been simply a recipient 
of cultural influences arriving on its shores, but, 
consistent with its size and biogeographic 
diversity, has also been an initiator of cultural 
change in the “voyaging corridor” or “interaction 
sphere” from Indonesia to Vanuatu. Village 
cultures have not been overwhelmed by 20th- 
century impacts, but rather have adapted to these 
events as they have to others over thousands of 


years. 


uring their most recent trip along 
a 300-mile stretch of the coast, 
Welsch, Terrell, and their 
colleagues — Wilfred Oltomo of 
the National Museum in Port Moresby and two 
students from the 
University of Papua 
New Guinea — visited 
42 communities 
comprising 78 villages 
in which 25 languages 
are spoken. They

one hundred words to gauge the 
degree of language affinity from 
village to village, collected about 
2,000 contemporary objects from 
23 of the 42 communities, and did 
archaeological surveys in about 20 
communities. In previous phases 
of what they have dubbed the A.B. 
Lewis Project, Welsch, Terrell, and John Nadolski, 
a graduate student at Northwestern University, 
categorized some 6,000 objects in the Field 
Museums collections (dating 
from 1900 to 
1913) 


according 
to object type and 
place of acquisition, and 
mapped their distribution against linguistic 
variation on the North Coast. 

Terrell and Welsch showed A.B. Lewis's 
photographs to the current residents of the 
villages in which they were taken, eliciting 
information about the survival or non-survival of 
the kinds of objects and activities pictured in 
them. 

In coastal New Guinea, they have found, 
politics is the art of friendship, and the system of 
friendship networks has served as a way of 
organizing a multicultural civil society without 
the need for formal structures of leadership or 
governance. The men they interviewed 
maintained 
connections in 
anywhere from five or 
six to one hundred or 
more communities. 

In the typical case of 
a man on Tarawal 
Island, for example, 
his friendship 
network extended to 
33 communities 


stretching 123 miles 


along the coast in which 18 languages other than 
his own are spoken. These relationships are 
designated by the same words that indicate kinship. 
When a man dies, his funeral will be followed by a 
ceremony that transmits the network of friendships 
to his biological son; the son may already have spent 
some years in a network village learning the 
language and solidifying the relationship. 
Multilingualism was more common in the past, the 
villagers say; today Pidgin often serves as a lingua 
franca. 

Great effort is expended to maintain these 
relationships. Welsch cites the example of four small 
islands near Aitape which in the old days had 
virtually no local food production; they obtained 
their staples and produce from their friendship 
partners on the mainland, and since canoe transport 
was impossible for half of every year, they had to 
amass large stores of food, timber, and other 


necessities in a short period of time. The mainland 
partners did not have reciprocal needs, but 
nevertheless went all-out to meet the islanders’ 
demand. What they got in return was luxuries — 
specialty handicrafts that we would call “designer 
goods.” 


Such friendship networks are also found beyond 
the North Coast, but with diminishing strength in 
the foothills and highlands and on the West Coast. 
The weakest networks are on the West Coast, and it 
was there that, in A.B. Lewis’s time, the fiercest 
warrior clans held sway. Friendship networks seem 
to have been a way of offsetting hostilities and 
minimizing the intensity of warfare. 


The archaeological record indicates that 
something like today’s system was operative at least 
6,000 years ago and possibly long before. Ceramics 
and obsidian tools, and presumably less durable 
goods as well, were traded throughout a community 
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of culture that extended from Indonesia on the 
west to island Melanesia on the east and the 
Central Highlands of New Guinea on the south. 
Indonesia began to drop out of the system 
perhaps 2,000 years ago, after first contact with 
India, but may have maintained some level of 
participation until just a few hundred years ago. 
The oldest known pots in the region are from 
New Guinea, and by 6,000 years ago they had 
acquired the plain and red-slipped style of which 


Lapita appears to have been 
an eastern Melanesian 
variation. Nothing from 
antiquity, or from the 
early 20th century, or 
from today requires 
positing a “separate 
origin” or even radically 
different cultural

agencies and funders tell them 
what's important and needed. 
People in these countries tend 
to rely on international 
agencies so that when those 
funds are exhausted the project 
typically ends. Our program 
will empower them to carry out 
conservation-related research 
and activities without this 
reliance.” 

The Chicago program is 
structured so that participants 
get to meet and work with as 
many people as possible. Many 
of the greatest benefits come 


from working with each other; 


colleagues in the new Office of 
Environmental and 
Conservation Programs, where local conservation 
'ssues in the Great Lakes ecosystem as well as 
National and international issues are addressed, 
and where the Neotropical Rapid Assessment 
Program of Conservation International is 
headquartered.

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Ithough African-Americans 


constitute nearly half of 
Chicago's population, the 
community's involvement with 
the city’s major cultural institutions has always 
been relatively low. While there is no simple 
explanation for this, there can be little doubt that 
it is attributable in large measure to the failure of 
these institutions to address themes and 


subjects relevant to African-Americans. 


But that situation is changing at the 
Field Museum, as evidenced by the 
unprecedented number of African- 
Americans currently participating in 
the Museum’s Volunteer program. 
Their reason for doing so can 
be summed up in one word: 
Africa. 

Make that “Africa,” in 
quotes — the name of 
the exhibit that opened at 
the Field Museum in 
November 1993. Like all 
Museum exhibits, “Africa” 
relies to a great extent on 
volunteer guides to get its 
message across to visitors. But a 
unlike the other exhibits, most of 
the volunteers here — fully 95 


percent — are African-Americans. 


Volunteers, it should be noted, 
are a vital part of the Museum. 
In the scientific and 
administrative areas of 
the Museum, volunteers 
provide assistance for the 
Museum's ongoing work, and 


undertake projects that staff alone 
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would not have time to accomplish. The 


Department of Education relies heavily on its 
volunteers to present programs to school groups 
and visitors. Education volunteers also staff the 
exhibit resource centers and present hall activities. 
Many volunteers bring to the Museum specialized 
backgrounds and skills; others have no special 
expertise but are willing to learn new disciplines 
and skills. In 1993, some 480 Education 


volunteers worked more than 61,000 hours at 


the Museum.

Anita Keller, who heads the volunteer program, 


says that the Museum got the word out about 
“Africa” through community organizations such 
as church groups, YMCAs, and local businesses. 
In addition, advertisements were placed in 
newspapers serving the African-American 
community, and information was made available 
to visitors at the DuSable 
Museum and the Black Expo. 
The response was 
overwhelming. “It wasn’t long 
before we had many more 
people than we needed 
applying to be volunteers,” 
she says. 

Like the volunteer program, the Museum’s 
Community Outreach Program has been 
dramatically affected by “Africa.” The Museum's 
Department of Education organized the 
Community Outreach Program in 1988 with the 
goal of broadening and diversifying the Museum's 
audience. The idea was to “take” the Museum to

people in churches, community centers, and other 
comfortable gathering places in nine Chicago 
neighborhoods: Englewood, West Englewood, 
Auburn-Gresham, South Shore, North Lawndale 
and South Lawndale (the Near West Side), South 
Chicago, the Lower West Side (Pilsen), and 
Armour Square (Chinatown). 

Seven of the neighborhoods have a majority 
African-American population. (Pilsen and 
Chinatown are predominantly Hispanic and 
Asian, respectively.) They were therefore fertile 
ground for developing interest in “Africa.” 
Accordingly “Africa” was the focus of Outreach 
Program activities in these areas during 1993. 

Schoolteachers and community-group 
educators were a prime target of the department's 
efforts; Illinois requires units on Africa to be 
taught in the schools, but few teaching 

resources have been available. In the 
summer of 1993 an eight-day teacher 
institute (for credit) was held on “African 

Voices: Past and Present,” followed by a series 
of three one-day presentations on various aspects 
of African cultures. With support from the 
National Endowment for the Humanities, the 
National Science Foundation, and the General 
Electric Co., the department prepared a 
guidebook for educators, an activity book, and six 
experience boxes that teachers can borrow for use 


in their schools. In
